VIRILE SERMON IS 


DELIVERED SUNDAY 


Rev. Plerson. Delivers Strong-Sermon 


Sunday on the Prayer of 
Con- 


scious Weakness. 


"These days are times of test and 


of trial," said Rev. Raymond G. Pier- 
son in hia sermon Sunday at the B^P- 
dst church. Taking as hie 
subject 
"The Prayer of Conscious Weakness, 
ond as his test the words of the Lord^s 
Prayer. "Lead us not-into temptation, 
but deliver us from evil," he went on 
to show that 
the .use 
of the word 
"temptation" was an unwlae choice 
of the translators. He did not think 
for a moment, said (Rev. Pierson, that 
God would lead us Into evil influences 
that we might be tempted. The.real 
meaning of the word was a testing or 
trial of our strength. Life Is full of 
troubles and of trials, said tbe.'Bpeak- 
er, and the richer and fuller the life, 
the etronger the character.- Shutting 
oneself away from the world as in the 
cage of the monks and nuns; does not 
make for strength'of character; It was 
said. Success of various kinds was 
then described h~. Rev. Pierson. Not 
only the: financial success so often 
vaunted, but that of the physical or 
moral nature, A;.fallure was a possi- 
bility'in any of these classes. Some 
of these things, the epeaker said, were 
of more - value than 
the riches of 
earth. "Brighter than fame, more en- 
during than success, are the things 
which money cannot buy." The pray- 
er of the 'honest man then should be, 
"Lead us not into trials too'severe for 
our strength." Jesus realized our 
frailitiea, and in giving us this prayer, 
wished us to know our own-weakness 
nnd where we could obtain strength 
for the. struggle. In asking to be de- 
livered from -evil, we have oftimes to 
recoanize that, we have much of evil 
within ourselves. 
Our own strong 
wills' and desires, our tendencies, ana 
our aims and purposes in life are mark- 
ed by evil some times more than of 
good. 'Hence in praying to be deliv- 
ered from evil, we are asking to be 
delivered from ourselves. Appropriate 
music was rendered by the choir of 
eight voices, directed by air.

NEW JERSEY IN ROAD WORK. 


Fir»t of All 8t«tw to D«v«lop Good 


Roads Movement. 


In * statement recently Issued by the 


department of agriculture New Jersey 
lm credited with being the first state to 
create an agency for the development 
of good roads. 


"The first of these agencies," says the 


department, "was created in 1S91 ill 
New Jersey, and now some form of 
highway department exists in ever}' 
state except Indiana, South Carolina 
and Texas. Since their inception these 
departments had- expended to Jau. 1, 
1916, an aggregate of ?2G5,350,S25 in 
state funds for road and bridge con- 
struction, maintenance and administra- 
tion. They had constructed over 50,000 
miles of roads In co-operation with the 
states. More than 40,000 miles of these 
roads were surfaced. 
. 
) 
"The falling off In the value of road 


work performed by statute and convict 
labor was from $20,000,000 In 1904, 
when the total road cost expenditures 
were $80.000,000, to about J15.000.000 
In 1915, when the total expenditures 
had grown to $282,000,000. This was a 
reduction from 2D per cent of the total 
In the former year to less than 5M: P*r 
cent of the total In 1915. 


"An Increase In tue use of better and 


more expensive types of roads also Is 
shown by the recently compiled statis- 
tics. This development has been due 
In large part to the great Increase in 
automobile traffic. It is estimated that 
there are now approximately, 2.500.000 
automobiles In use1 on the roads of the 
country, or one car for every mile of 
road. This present motor traffic is in 
excess of traffic of all sorts twelve 
years ago. * 
"The cash road and bridg* expendi- 


tures of the United States averaged 
only $23 per mile .of riiral rpads in 
11)04. In 1915 this average had grown 
to »109 per mile. New Jersey led all 
other states both in 1904 and in 19.15. 
with $221 and $475 per mile respective- 
ly. 
Nevada made the least expendi- 


ture in both years. J3.T2 per mile in 
1904 and $17 per mile in 1915."

' ment program, has been in effect for 
six months. While only one state has 
met all the requirements of it, others 
have made a beginning, and all will 
eventually undertake to do tlielr share. 
In several states delay is due to the 
need of new legislation. Careful prep- 
aration has been made by tbe depart- 
ment of agriculture at Washington for 
expert supervision and inspection of
